with their hornes : ſome they have ſtoned ra 
dn. death: ſore had their hands thruſt into the fare: 
ſame have been put into veſſcls of boyling oyke, ſome they have 
roſted. and poured vinegar and falrupon them members, forme 
they fried 1 an iran chaire, and: fome they have broded on a 
ridixon : ſome had their hands and feet cur off, foage had their 
ains beaten out with mauls, fome hang'd by the middle, ſomc 
by their hairc and feet: ſome were driven naked;upow an high 
hill, and throwne down upon ſharp ſtakes: ſome were-thruſf 
through with ſwords, forme ſtabd 1n with forks, ſome (cr 
with ſhels, ſome had their bones broken with battes , ſome had 
their rangues cut our ; ſome drawne mn peices with wild hoxtes; 
ſome hangd by one hand, having the other hand and feer pulled 
and ſtretche que withpincers : ſome had their skin plucke off a- 
live; fone women had their breſts ſcared, ſome burnt, with their 
* entrals tarne out : ſome burnt in a furnace, ſome dragd naked 
through the ſtreet; ſome had their right eyes boared out, fome 
thruſt under the nails with ſharpe prickes. Thenames of, and 
places where, theſe good Chriſtians ſuftered martyrdome, are 
written in the book of Martyrs. | 
'The 1r:þ Papiſts that are now upin rebellion, do ſhew the 
greateſt cruelcic that ever was heard of : they bound one Mr. 
Devangunt and his wife, in their chaires, and then ſtript rwo of 
their children, and roſted them upon ſpits before their faces. 
They raviſhed Sir Patrick Du»fons Ladie before his face , and 
kicke their children up and down. till they died, and then bound 
him toa board, ſo hard about the nans that his eyes burſt =

of his head; then they cut off his cares, naſe, cheeks, arme; legs, 
and his tongue out of his head, and then thruſt a red hot fron 
into him, 

They hangd one Mr. B/anarya Miniſter, and pulled his fleſh 
fiom his bones, in-his wites fight. They beat out the braines of 
one Mr. Atkins, and raviſht his wite, being great with child, and 
ripe up her belly, and rook our the child and burne ir. As the 
biood of Abel did criefor vengeance to come upon Cain, ſodoth 
the blood of theſe and all other Chriſtians, ſhed by the Papilts, 
crie aloud {or vengeance to come upon them. 

The laſt blazing ftarrein the yeer of our Lord 1618. was a 
ſpeciall ſigne and token that Chriſt will give afree paſſage unto 
the preaching of the Goſpel, to diſpell che ſmoke of the bottom- 
lefſe pic, I me: ne, the-errours, herefies, ſwperſtition and Idola- 
trie of the Church of Rowe, wherewith all Chriftendome hath 
been over-ſpread; and alfo give deliverance unto his people from- 
that helliſh {moke,' and from the hands of their periccutors b 
rendring vengeance upon them, as we may gather trom the dit- 
terence that was.berween it andorher blazing ſtarres, compared 
withithe wordsotour Saviour Chrift, where he faith , 1 am the 
bright morning Star... Rev. 22,16, ( :: 

| Ie differed {ror other blazing ſtars, in that they 4id blaze 
downwards.and did appear m the torc-part of the night ; it did 
blazc upwards, witch a great ſtreame; like fire ſparkling, and did 
appeare towards the morning. AINTe, 

Afſooneas I ſaw it, _ thertin the Scmmer [lands (where 
wefaw itplainly becauſe the climate there is not ſubjeR: ro tog- 
gie milts, nor to dark clouds ) the words ot our Saviour came 
mto my mind,and my heart did rejoyce, and did delight eyeric 
morning tolook upon it; and was per{waded, that the i1ght thar 
came from the blazing of it upwatd, like ſparkling fire , was a 
{peciall figne and token that Chriſt will cauſe the light of the 
Goſpel to bteak-our, and ſhine glorouſly, ro diſpel] the ſmoke 
ct the bottomletle pit ; and' that his wrath ſhall break our as a 
firc, to ceniume the enemies of the Goſpel and true profeficus 
thercot, as 17 dad againſt Edemand Bozra, Iſa 63.1. 

&dom was the name of the countrey that God gave tothe po- 
Kerme ot-!Ejas to inhabice, whereot they were called Edomites, 
and ſometimes Idutixans, Bexra was the metropoiitanc Cttie 
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of the Edomites, and a type of Rome, the metropolitane City \. 


of the Papiſts, of whom the Edomites were a type ; in that as 
the Edotmites did proteſſe themſelves to be Jews, in that they 
cxane of Eſa, who was Abrahams grand-child, and did profelle 
cheſame-Religion, did (notwithſtanding) hate the Jews, and to 
ſhew their hatred when the -Babylonians did lay fiege to Jeru- 
ſalem, they cried, Down withit, down with ir even ro the grownd, 
Pfal. 137. z- ſo the Papiſts, profeſſing themſelyes ro be the peo- 
ple of God and the holy Catholick Church of Chriſt , are the 
orcateſt enemues that Chriſt and his Church hath in all the 
world : therefore as when the indignation of the Lord came 
upon all Nations that were enemiesunto the Jews, it came hea- 
vieſt upon Edem and Boxzra, Iſa. 34+ 5, 6. and 63: 1. (0 ſhall it 
come upon the Papiſts. 

Ic is written, that the ſword of the Lord was drunken in hea- 
ven, and filled and made fat, with the blood of lambes, goats 
and rammes,and that the unicorns, bullocks and buls ſhall come 
down with them, 1/4. 34 56.7. By lambs, goats, and rams,are 
* mcarit the meaner and common fort of peopic:by the unicorns, 
bullocks and buls, that ſhall come down with the lambs, goats 
and rams, arc meant the Governors and better forr , that ſhall 
come down, that 1s, ſhail be ſlain, and have their blood ſhed, as 
well as the meaner ſort : ſo ſhall it be with the Papilts ;rheretore 
all the towls ot the aire are invited, to gather themſelves toge- 
ther, and cometothe (upper of the great God z that they may 
eat the fleſh of Kings, and the flcſhof Captains,and the fleſh of 
mightic men , and the fleſh ot horſes, and of them that fic on 
them, and the fleſh of ail men , both free and bond, both (mall 
and great. Revel, 19,17, 18. 

The ume that God hath appointed for the utter tuine and de- 
ſtrution of the encmies ot his people, is called, the Day of rhe 
Lords vengeance : and the yeer of recompenie tor the judgement 
of Sion. 1/4.34.8.By Sion 1s meant the true worſhippers of Godz 
by the judgement of Stun, 1s meant , perſecution and the ven- 
gcance of God upcn the perſecuters of his true wor ſhippers. 


T hcre 1s great hope that this yecr will be a yecr« t recompence, 


for the judgerrert of Gods Sion in this Lind, according as it 1s 
written, Rev. 16.3 where menticn's made ot three unc.can ſpt- 
rits like trogs, that come out of the mouth of the Dragon, and 
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ont of the'mouth of the Beaſt, and falſ- Prophet , to go to the 
Kings of the earth, to gather them to the battell ofthe great day 
ot God Almightic, intoa place called in the Hebrew rongue, 
Armageddon, e170 © 

The Dragon is the devill : the beaſt and falſe Propher, is the 
Pope, the unslean ſpirits like frogs, are the Jefurres and” (cmina- 
ric Prieſts, they are ſaid to come out of the mourh of the Dra- 
gon, and our of the mouth of the Beaſt and falſe Propher, be- 
cauſe che Devill in the Pope doth make his miride known unto 
them, and doth put words into their moithes what they ſhall 
{ayroche Popiſh Kings, Princesand _ to whom they are 
ſent; to gather them to the battcll of the grear day'of Almghtie 
God,in a place called inthe Hebrew Armageddon. 

T he day wherein the bartell ſhall be fought, is called the day 
of God Almightic; becauſe God in that day will tnake hispower 
ro appear in the true profeſſors of the Goſpel, ard ſo ſtrengthen 
them as they ſhall havethe day ; yet ſo, as they ſhall give the 


' gloric to God, and call the day, the day of God Almighry, 


The day iscalled the great day of God Almighty,to ſhew that 
therrue ” aw of the Goſpel, ſhall by the help of God, make 
a great {laughter of rheir enemies. | 

The word Armageddon doth tignifie the hilt of the Goſpel. Ir 
ſignifiechalſo the hull of apples, or fruit, meaning by apples and 
truit, the good fruit of holinefle and righteouſnefle of converſa- 
tion, that the preaching of the Goſpel doth bring farth in the 
true profeſſors thereof. Ir ſignifieth alſo a mountain of delights, 
meaning, that where the Goſpel is faickfully preached, there arc 
many things that God and his truc worſhippers doth delight in, 
as thc holy cxerciics of Religion, the manito!d graces of Gods 
holy Spirit in his true worſhippers , and the good fruit of holi- 
neflc and righteouſneſle of converſation, that the preaching of 
che Goſpel bringeth forth, in the true profeſſors thereof, It is de- 
rived of two Hebrew words, har, which ſignifieth a mountain, 
and megiadin, which fignifiech delights, It may alſo be derived of 
arma, which ſ{ignificth ſubriltic, and geda, which fignificth cur- 
ting down, to ſhew that Popiſh kings, ſeduced by the Pope and 
his croaking frogs, the Jeſu'tes, ſhall gather their forces to bat- 


tell againſt che truth and true protcfſors thereof, to their urrer 
ruinc and deſtruftion. *

The ot countrey where the Goſpell is preached and in- 
habircd by the true profeſſours thereof, 1s compared to an hill, 
OL MROWNAun. //4, 2,3, toſhew that it isas hard a matter to root 
the Goſpel and true profeſſors thereot our of that place, as it is 
toremoyeca mountain. ; ; 

From the ſeverall fignifications of the word Armegeaaor, the 
erue profeſſors of the Goſpel inthis Land, may obſerve for their 
comfort, that God hath made this Land an Armageddon, Firſt,in 
that, « hath pleaſed hisholy Majeſtic, to plant che Goſpel an1 
true protefiors thereof in it. Secondly, in that the preaching of 
the Goſpel hath ard daily doth bring torth the frun of holinclle 
and i of converſation inthoſctew that ate true pro- 
kcſTors; for whoic ſake God hath, doth and wili ſpare this land, 
as he would have ſpared Sodomand Gomorah, it there had bin 
bur ten fuchas Lat wastobe found there. T hurdly.in that it hath 
bin a place of deltruftianto all that have gone about to remove 
the light of the Goſpel out of ix, by rootmg our the true prote(- 
ſors and maintainers thereof. Wirnefle en. 88. when the King 
of Spaene {ent his invincible Navy of 160 great ſhips ot war,with 
whom our Navie , conſiſting but of fafeie ſhips, and 3o Flemip, 
did mectupon4he coaſt of P lmmearb,and fought with them the 
ſpaccuf two dayes , anddrove them tall they came over againſt 
Callice, where they did expet another Heer from the Duke of 
Parma, with 3coce old land Souldrers: but before the fleet came, 
R picated God to put neo the heart of Sir Francis Drake, to (ct 
three vid ſhips on fue which wathithe wind and tide, did drive 
upan the.Spaniſh ficer, and forced them to cut their cables, and 
to hoilt up {ails Nanthward, where they periſhed in a ſtorme, fo 
25 Dot above 201 home. 

Wtncſle alio, en», 1639. whenour diead Soveraign King 
Ces les, was inthe Noth wich bis Arnue againſt the Score, the 
Kung of Speine<id tend anctht great Navie , in hope that the 
Papilts weuld joyn wihb them as foon as they were landed, ro 
cut the throats of all the ProteRtants : then alſo it pleaſed Al- 
mighty Gcd 10 give de zveranceby ltarng up the Hellpnders to 

At withihee, and robun, fir kand takedivers of the ſhips, 
W uvelc alfothe plotttrs ard comers of the Gur re pew edcr 
plot in King Jares bis tim cand the Traitors 1. Queen E1:en64ihs 
Lancs who were hang'd, Clay nand Quarkicd at Titmo, ard 
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their heads ſet on London bridge and gates of the City. The Pa- 
piſts, and all thac do joyn with them againſtrthe Parliament,and 
rac true profcſſors and maintainers of the Goſpel; whom they- in 
derifion do call Ronnd-beads, have grea: cauſeto fcar,that the in- 
ſucre&ion and commotion that they have made , will be unto 
them an Armageddon, In Revel.z x, ver. 13. mention is made of a 
great earthquake, wherein the renth part of the City ſhall fall, 
7209 ſhal: be {lainy and that the remnant ſhall tear,and give glo- 
ty rothe God of heaven. For the better underſtanding of this 
carthquake, conſider of ſome things that are written in the 9,10, 
and 1 1, Chapters of the Revelation. Inthe 9. Chapter ver, x, 2. 
mentior-is made of a ſtar, failen from heaven, to whom was gi- 
ven the key of the bottomleile pit, upon opening whereof,there 
ariſeth a ſmoke like the ſmoke of a fornace. 

By the ſtar is meant the Pope : by heaven is not meant the 
higheſt heaven, but the true Church of Chriſt here upon carth, 
from which the Pope is fallen : the botromleſle pir, 1s hell ; the 
ſmoke that cometh ou: of the pit, is, the ignorance, hereſies,ſu- 
perſtirions and idolatric of the Church of Rome , wherewith all 
Chriſtendome hath been overſpread. 

ln the beginning of the tenth Chapter, mention is made of a 
mightic Angel with alittle book open in his hand. The mightic 
Angel is Chriſt ; the little book is the Bible, calleda little book 
becaulc ir is but little in compariſcn of the great volumnes of 
Popiſh books. Ir is ſaid to be open, to thew that though « had 
bin a long time kept trom the people, and lockt u» inthe Latine 
rongue, it ſhould be opened, that is, tranſlated into other lan- 
guages » and made common for every one to read. Alfoby the 
opening of rhe book,1s meant, that the things therein contained 
Mould be preached publickly. k;; 

lathe x1. Chapter and the 1 ,verſc,it is written,that a recd like 
a rod was given tothe Apoſtle ro meaſure the Temple,the Altar 
an1 them that worſhip therein. By the Temple is meant the true 
worſhippers of God, 1. Cor.6.9. By the Altar,ismeant,the pub- 
lick worſhip and ſervice of God, Hat. .23,24. whereit is writ- 
ten, When thou bringeſt thy gift to the eAltar, that is, when thou 
comelt to the publick worſhip and ſervice of God ; and then re- 
membreſt that thy brother hath ought againſt thee , leave there thine 
offering ,and go, aud be firſt reconteled to thy brother ,c;that is-when 


thou 
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th ouart about to joyn wich the Congregation,in the publick wor ſhiÞ 
and ſervice ef Cod , and remembreſt that thy brother hath ought a- 
gainſt thee; leave there thine offcring, and gothy way, firſt be recon» 
ciled to thy brother, and then come and ofter thy git, that is, donor 
preſume to joyn withthe congregation in the publick worſhip and 
ſcrvice of God, till thou be reconciled to thy brother. By them thar 
worſhip in the Temple, is meant,them that do proteſſe the true Chri- 
ſtian Religion. By meaſuring the Alcar, the Temple , and them that 
worſhip there1n, is meant, the reforming ot things amille in the pub- 
lick worſhipand ſervice of God, and proteflors thereof, The word of 
Godby which, things amiſle are to be reformed, 1s. likened coa reed, 
like a rod, that is, a metwand, or rule, wherewith he that is about to 
build an houſe, doth meaſure, and ſer torththe breadth , lengch and 
height of every roome. 

The Preachers whom God appointed for that great work, God 
doth call them his two witneſſes. The number two is but a ſmall 
number, Goddid call the Preachers whom hedid ſend forth, his two 
witneſſes, to ſhew, that the number of them was (mal},in compariſon 
of the multitude of-falſe teachers, the Popes Clergie. 

Their commilſlion te preach the Goſpel was to laſt 42. moneths, 
counting to every moneth Zo. dayes, and every day for ayeer, which 
comesto a x 260 yeers, which terme of 1260 yeers began, about the 
yecr of our Lord, 300. when God did raiſe and bring a zealous Chri- 
ſtian, one A»gsſtine , an Engliſhman to be Emperour of Rome, and 
gave him power to ſubdue all Emperors, Kings, Princes, and people, 
that did hate and perſccute the Golpel,and true profeſſors thereof,and 
by bis authority and good example , did draw them tocmbrace the 

hriſtian Religion. 

Then was Satan reſtrained and bound for a thouſand yeers, Chap. 
20.2, from perſecuting the Goſpel and true profeſſors thereof, by the 
heathen Emperours 3 whereupon he did caſt about how, to bring the 
Biſhops of Rome to ſucceed the Emperors. 

The Biſhops of Rowe were then very poore and perſecuted by the 
Emperours, ſo as of 33- not one did c{cape marryrdome , fave onely 
one, whoſe name was Silveſter, who having no heart to ſuffer, as his 
tellows did, rook himſclfto his hcels and fledztill Conftantine had ſub- 
ducd the perſecuting Emperors, and then did returnto Rowe, and had 
{yfficient maintenance beltowed upon hun by Conſtantine, 

Then when Silveſter was (etled in Rome, _ did put into the 
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ficad of Ccorſtantire, to tranſport the ſcat of the Empireto Bizantium, 
which he calied Conſtantinople, and to leave the ſeat of Romero S3/- 
eſter, and ro beſtow: gteat reyenues and dominions upon him; and to 
$1ve him atitle of honour( Papa) the Father of the Church, and to 
make him the head of the Churches of Afr ca, Aſta,and Europe, and 
mrtoken thereof, togive him, and in him to all his ſucceſſors, a triple 
Crown, 

Whether therriple Crownw as given by Corftantine, or uſurped by 
Silveſter, is uncertain: yet this is certain, that Patina the Popes dar- 
ling ,taTtitas ilveftri prom, and others , do write 2 that at the ſame time 
when the large authoritic, revenues and dominions weregiven to S/- 
veſter, a voice from heaven was heard, crying, Now is poyfon ſowed- 
io the Church of God : which miraculous yoice: eftabhiſheth and ma- 
keth plain, that the horrible and deteſtable and abominable kingdom 
ofthe Biſhops of Reme did then begin, as a poyſonable yenome to the 
Church of God. 

Ic is wruten, Revel. x 1.7. that when the two witneſſes had: frniſhed 
cheiyreſtimonic, che Beaſt that came out. of the botromlcſle pir, did 
make war againſt them, and did overcome them and killthem. The 
meaning is, that Popiſh Kings and Princes by order from the Pope 
did make war. andovercomeand ſlay not-onely the Preachers, bur 
alſo them that bythe preaching of the Goſpel were converted, and 
drawn trom the Popes religion ; whereat all that were of the Popes 
religion did-rejoyce, Chap. 11. 10. and expreſſetheir joy by ſending 
oifrs one toanother, becauſe they were vexed to the heart to (:c 1o 
many drawn away) by the preaching of the Goſpel, from their reli- 
gion; and becauſe the Preachers did thunder againfttheir ſuperſtici- 

congnd did ſo wound and launce their conſciences,as they could have 
no reft,till they had rid them our of the world, as you may gather our 
ofthe latter end of the tenth yerſe. 

The time of the Popestyrannicall reign, ended about the yeer of 
our Lord, 1560. when it pleaſed God to raife up and ſend forth other 
faichfull Preachers to preach the Goſpel cthroughour all the Popes 
dominions, in ſtead of them-that he bad fl, 

In the yeer of our Lord, 1550. in the Councel] at A»ſparg , (ſar 
Ferdjnando, and other Kings and Princes did bind themſelves ſolemn- 
ly by a publick Decree, that the Chriſtian Religion ſhvuld be free for 
21] men to profeſſe: wherevponthe people of Auſtria did petition their 
King, that ut might be free for them to proteſle the Chriſtian Reli- 
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gion. Soalſo didche people of Bavariaz and many others, which di: 
pur great fear inco the Pope that his kingdom muſt godownzand into 
Popiſh Kings, Princes and people,that their religion would go Jown. 
Whereupon followed great commorions and iaturreQions according 
to the propheſie, Rev. 11.13, where is written,that at thar houre there 
ſhall be a great carthquake, wherein the renth part of the City ſhall 
fall, 7000 ſhall be (lain, the remnant ſhall fear, and give glory to the 
God of heaven. By the earthquake, is meant, inſurreftions and com- 
motions about religion » how to maintain Poperie, and to ſuppreſlc 
Chriſtianitic. By the City is meant Rome, and che dominion thar the 
Pope hadover all Nations in Chriſtendome. By the fall of the centh 
part of the City, is meant, that many Nations and people ſhall fall 
away from the Pope and his religion, and that many Abbeys , Prio- 
rics, Monaſteries,and Nunnerics thou'd be ruin'd and puld down, By 
the ſlaughter of 7000, 1s mcant, that many thouſandshall be flam on 
both ſides, and eſpecially on the Papiſts fide, and therefore it is writ- 
ten, that the remnant ſhall tear, and give glory to cle God of heaven: 
the meaning is, that ſo many of the Papilts as do belong unto God, 
and ſhall eſcape with their lives, and (ecing the hand of God upon 
them, ſhall be afraid to profelTe or maintain the Romiſh teligion any 
longer, and give glory to the God of heaven,by renouncing the Pope 
and his religion,and inſtead thereof imbrace the Chriſtian Religion, 
which doth teach men to give glory tothe God of heaven,and not to 
Angels and Saints,by making prayers unto them as the Papiſtsdo. 
What is the reaſon that a greater carthquake, I mean a greater in- 
{urreQion isnow in this land, then eyer was? The reaſonis, becaulc ir 
15 now with this Land as it was with Jeruſalem , when Chriſt was 
- born; then Saran ſaw that the ſeed of the woman was come into the 
world to break his head,and to deſtroy his kingdomsthereforc he itird 
up his friends co murther Chriſt. Herod being thus beſt friend,did forrh- 
with leavic an armic of Souidicrs,and ſent chem with a commiſſion to 
{lay all the male children that were two yeers old and under, and ſave 
none, leſt ( by a nuſtake ) Chriſt ſhould be ſaved : So now the Devill 
and the Pope do (ce, that by the bleſſing of God on this Parliament, 
ow kingdom ſhall godown, and the kingdom of Chriſt ſhall be 
eltabliſhed in this Land. Therefore they ( I meanche Devill and the 
Pope) do ſtir up all their friends, the luke-warm Proteſtants, whom 
Chriſt hath chrcatncd to ſpew out of. his mouth, to joyn with their 
beſt triends, the Papiſts, againſt the Parliament. To them I ſay, as 
Gamatiel ſaid: Men of 1{rael.take heed to your ſelves , What youtend to ds 
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ouching1beſe mez. ( For Thendas, to Whom reſorted go0; who were all 141, 
aud ſcattered and breught to naught, Ana 7udes of Galilee erew much p:ople 
#fter him,who alſo perzſhed ,C& all that obeyed him were ſcattered abroad And 
now I ſay nnto you, reſrain your ſelves from theſe men, ard let them aloze, fer 
sf this ccunſcll be of men, ut will come to nought: but if it be of God,you cannot 
deftroy it) I. ſt yan be found fighters againſt God. AQts 5.33,34.t040 $0! 
ſay to the Papiſts, and to all that do joyn with thein,againtt the Par. 
liament, (take heed to your ſ{clves what you intend to do or ſpeak 
againſtthe Parhament; rctrain your ſelves and let it alone: tor, if it be 
of menzit will come to naught; bur if it be of God, you cannor deſtroy 
1t)leſt ye be found fighters againſt God, and ſocome to Armageddey, 

The Prelatcs and Clergie of this Land are thecaulc of this inſurre- 
tion, and of the crying {1ns that:do abound every day more 8& more. 
I mcan the Prelates and Clcrgic that arc Popiſh, luke-warme, idle, 
proud, blind, dumbe; and ſcandalous, all which are haters of Refor- 
mation, of things anufle in the puvlick worſhip and ſervice of God, 
and do whatthey can toitir upthe people againlt ir. 

If the Prelates in their Viſtcations, had been carefull to call upon 
the Miniſters, to have a care of the Sabbath day; to keep it holy , and 
to be diligent in preaching Gods word, faithtully and ſoundly, there 
would not be ſo many Papiſts, nor ſo many profane and ungodly per- 
ſons, norſo many hortible and crying fins.

Inſtead of calling upon the Miniſters to be diligent in preachihg 
Gods word. they have called upon tkem to weare the Surplefle, and 
Prieſts cloaks, and ro obſerve the new orders, made by then. ro uſher 
in Poperie, and as the chief of the pricſts among the. Jews, did pollme 
the houſe of the Lord with the abominaricns of the heathen; and did 
mock Gods meſſengers,deſpiſe Gods word,and mif-uſe his Prophets, 
till the wrath of the Lord atroſc againſt his people, and in wrath to 
bring the King of the Chaldeans uponthem , who flew their young = 
men with the {word, and ſpared neither young man nor virgin z-nor 
old man,nor himthat ſtooped tor age, 2 Chron, 36.14. Sothe Popiſh 
Prelates have polluted the houſe of the Lord , with the abomination 
of the Church of Reme, to provoke his holy Majeſtic unto wrath : bur 
behold, and with holy reyercnce admire and wonder at the g

Ne inthe Pariſh of Hollowell in the City of Oxford, did (et up 

the pitute of a man ina tubbe, and ſaid that it was the picture 
ot a Rexn4-head, which pifture is reported to be made in derifion of 
an honeſt man fearing God, who did uſc to have repetitions of Ser- 
mons in his houſe. The picture being fer up, he and ſome others got 
Muskets to ſhoot at it : And one a ſervant did ſhoot, and did hit the 
picture, Art which his maſter fell a laughing, and on the fudden ſunk 
down into a grieyous and fearfull conyulſion fir. 

Ina Tayern in Oxtord,a health was drunk :o the confuſion of all 
Rowndheads; which when it had gone round, one ſaid, Come, I wiil go 
' andcutacaper, tothe confuſion of the Rowndheads, Ailoon as he be- 
gan todance, and to cut his caper, he fell down and broke his leg,and 
did keep his beda long time, and at laſt died. 

In the Micer-Taverne in Fleet-ſtreet, where ſome of the Cava- 
licrs were drinking , and ſceing the Trained-Band coming, did give 
them abuſiyc language , and alſo did throw ſome thing out at win- 
dow upon them. One that had more ingenuitic then the other , re- 
proyedthem : Upon that they did ask him it he were a Rowne-heag, 
and one of them drew upon him, but he put by his thruſt , got with- 
in him, and ſtabbed him with a Stilletto ; Then the other two drew 
upon h'm, and he wounded rhem both ; of which three,two are dead, 
the other is very like rodic, Here we may ſee Gods juſtice upon them, 
as was once ſhewed upon the Ammorites and Meabites , who flew 
one another. | 

A woman in (7eed-Church Pariſh flecping in Scrmon-time, was 
wakened by one Mrs. Clark, an honeſt woman fearing God , .who 


ina neighbourly and loving way , did but jog her knee; ſhe being 


therewith awakened,did in wrathfull manner ſpeak,ſaying, You bold 
drunken flut, do you kick me 2 with many other unciyull ſpecches, 
B ; which 
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which Mrs. Clark. did patnp in filence, and acquinted her hus5an|] 
with 1t, whodeficed che Miniſter, an4 Churchwardens, and others of 
the Veſtrie m:nto ſend for her husband, who cam? and brought her 
w:th him; then, ſhe, as ſoon as ſhe ſaw wiertore ſhe was (en: for, went 
out ina rage, and hearing a woman fay thit Mrs, Cl/a-k 41d noc avale 
her,ſhe di{ curſe her, ſayinz, A pox take you, you are one of the holy 
liſters; an 1 ſud leniy did fall downdeal, an. (as 0a: chi took notice 
of it, ſaith) her rongue did turn black. 

In June laſt, 1642, the wife of one Richard What , in the Pariſh of 
great Miſſind >n, 1n Buckinghamſhire, who was a (corner and derider of 
luch 2s dotraly fear God, commonly calling them Ro»4 heads , was 
dclivered of a child that had no hcad, having on cach ſhoulder an tare, 
and the chin upon his breaſt. 

Three women being in company with ſome of their neighbours, 
did ſpeak their pleaſure in diſgrace of them that haye the odious name 
of Roxadheads put upon them 3 one of them as ſoon as ſhe was come 
into her own houſe, found her child dead; the other had one of her 
children killed in the ſtreets, and brought in dead: the other,as ſoon as 
ſhe was come into her own houſe, was taken with a ſwelling in her 
head, and died preſently. A rue relation of theſe judgements of God 
upon theſe women that did vilifiz honeſt people tearing God , with 
that odious name of Rownad-heads, [ did read in a letter from a reverend 
D.vine in Buckinghamſbire,to a friend of his in Londox, written in haſte, 
and therfore made no mention of theirnames, nor of the place where 
they dwell. 

in ?-lylaſt,1642 betwcen Luton and (arrington,in B ucking hamſhire, 
where a company of honeſt people going from L«to» Church, where 
they had been to hear a Sermon, and meeting with a couple of Cava- 
liers, one of them did ſtay a maid and queſtioned her concernin$ the 
companyand the Preachers text,and ſuddenly rode away from them) 
ſaying to the maid, A pox on thee and onthe text; they are all acom- 
pany of Rownd-heads, And before they were out of fight , his horſe 
{tumbled and threw him down and fell upon him and kild him, and 
lay upon him rill it was puld off. 

In Whitſonweek laſt, 1642. an hearb-woman railing on Rewnd- 
heads, and wiſhingevill unto them,was ſuddenly ſtruck by the hand of 
God, ſo as ſhe was not able to ſtirre 3 Whereupon ſhe was carricd in a 
Sedan, from Cheapfide to Barnsby-ſtreer, and chere died in her own

I, Þ* une, 1635, onthe Lords day, the Tapſlcr and Chamberlain 

of the Queens-Head in Soxrhwarks, riding into Kent to make 
merric, and riding homewards, one of them fell from his horſe and 
broke his neck. 

2. Inthe moneth of 7«ly, 1634. one Mr. 2uince the Chirurgton of 
the Tower of Lond-n,having a horſe to ſell, and mceting with a chap- 
man, went to { oulman- ſirect where the horſe was kept, toſce and con- 
tra for him on the Lords day in the afternoon, and takes the horſe 
and rides him, to ſhew his chapman how well he would pace : which 
done, as he was lighting oft his back, his foot which lighted on the 
ground ſlipt, the other hung inthe ſtirrop, {o as he fell to the ground, 
and with the fall broke his thigh-bone , and was catricd ro an houle 
necr eyeing arhere he lay cight weeks in great pain and agonie. 
Hes ſon did difſwade bim ſrom riding, becauſe it was the Lords day, 
and hunſelf hath ſince — ita juſt ju/gement of God up- 
on him, for prophaning that ſacred time, which hath made him more 
carcſall ro frequent the Chutch, and to avoid the prophanation of th* 
Lords dayevet fince. 

3. In eApril, x635. three men travelling from London to Iaiden- 
bead, the next day being the Sabbath day, two did reſt and keep the 
Sabbath; the other in the morning did ride ro Henley, ard there heard 
the ſermon in the forenoon,and inthe aftctnoon went on h:s journey; 
and as he was leading his horſe gently down a plain deſcent and even 
way, his horſe fell ſuddenly and broke both his legs. Whereupon he 
knockt his horſe on the head, and went on his journcy on oor.

About the ſame time a young man at Bowe, going to ſwim, in the 
river on Eſſex {ide on the Lords day, was drowned. 

Ar Thurlow in Suſſex, one making a great dinner to his friends, 
on the Sabbath-day, for joy of the publiſhing of the book for Sports, 
was the nextday preſt ro death with the fall of a Fagot-ſtack. 

One wright at Kingſton rejoycing at th? ſuſpending of their Mi- 
niſter & others, fornot reading the book of Sports in their Churches, 
ſaid, that he hoped to ſee them all ſo ſerved ſhortly ; was within a day 
or two after {truck with a dead paiſie all over one {ide,and with bhind- 
_ and dumbnelle, {o as he could neither go, nor (ce, nor hear, nor 

peak. 

At Walton upon Thames onthe Lords day , three young men, in 
the laſt great Froſt went over the Thames into a houſe of diſorder, | 
one of them merrily diſcourſing in a Tavern of their Sabbath ads, 
and voiage overthc ice, on Tueſday next after returning homewards, | 
they ail three ſank down as ſtones ; whereot one was miraculouſly 
pteſerved, and theother two drowned. 

To make mention of all the judgements that God hath ſhewed up- 
on Sabbath-breakers, ſincethe book of Sports was commanded to be 
re:d in Churches, wouid come to a large volume; lettheſefew exam- 
ples warn usto remember the Sabbarh day to keep it holy.

He fearfull judgements that God hath ſhewed upon Churches 
| are many, asappeareth by the multicude of Letters Pattrents, 
granted to gather the benevolence of well diſpoſed Chriſtians, | 
toward the repairing of Churches, torn and ſpoiled with Lightning 
and Thunder, ever {ince the Service-book was firſt eſtabliſhed by 4 
of Parliament, and eſpecially ſince the new Orders were made. 

Moſt remarkable is the teartull judgements which was ſhewed on 
the Pariſh Church of mithcombe, in Devonſbire, being a very faicc | 
Church, newly trimmed, having a very fair Tower , with great and 
{mall Swe: one of the famouſeſt Towers in the Welt part of 
England. ; 

On the 21. of Ofeber, 1635S, in Service time , was heard a fearſull 


Thunder, 
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Thunder, much-hkethenoiſe or report of great cannons, and a moſt 
ſtrange and fcartull-darkneſſe,and a ftrong loathſome ſmell of brim- 
ſtone; and a fearfull blaſt, thatſtruck in ar the' North fide- of the 
Tower; & tearing through a ſtrong ſtone wall,camc into the Chixch, 
through the higheft window;ang rook With. it a =_ part thereof; 
and with a mightiepower ſtruck againſt the North- ſide wall of the 
Church,and did batter and ſhake it w_ much ; and wenttowards the 

pic, and in the way took'with itthe Lime and Sand from the wall, 

and groned the walband defaced ity being newly whited;and tore away 

the {1de of the Pulpit ; and colour the Pulpit black , and left-.it 
moiſt, as if ithad been newly wiped over with ink, 

There was alſo a moſt fearfull Lightning , which did affrightthe 
peoples {calded them {0,25 the moſt part of chem fell down, lome 
on their knees, ſome on their faces, 8 ſome one upon another crying. 

- The Miniſters wite had her rufte and linennext her bodie burne off, 
and her body grieyoully (ſcorched. 

One Miſtris Dieford fitting in the ſeat with her, had her gown, two 
walt-coats, and her linennext her body burnt off, and her body 'grie- 
yoully ſcorched. 

Another woman running out of the Church, had her clothes ſet on 
fire, her body ſcorched, and her fleſh torn on her back , in grievous 
manner. 

One Mr. Hil, a gentleman, had his head ſmit againſt the wall, and 
died the next day. ' 

Sir Rivhard Reynolds Warriner,had his head cloven, his skult rent in 
three pieces, whereof two fell into the next ſeat , the other fell in the 
ſcat wherc he ſat; his braits felt intire and whole imo the next ſrarbe- 
hind him ; his blood daſhs againſtthe wall : ſome of the skin of his 
head, fleſh and hair, ro the quanritic of an handfull, was carricd into 
the Chancell,and ſtuck faſt berween the Church and the Chancell; his 
bodic was left in the (car, as though he bad becn alive, fitting aſleep, 
and | upon his elbow rcfting on the deskibefore him, with the 
forepart of his head and face whole.
